Of ſatisfattion for ſmnne. 


J Atisfation for veniall ſinnes, is 
ſtourly maintayned by papiſts. 
Let us ſee how the holy Scripture 
hath prevented this fearctull doc- 
trine. 25 babes(faith S.lohn) r.epift. 
2.chap.v. 1: theſe things write I unto 
you, that you (inne not; Now they 
mightfay alas,we cannor chuſe but 
ſinne; what muſt we doe then? muſt 
we deſpaire? muſt we make ſatisfac- 
tion for our ſinnes * No, faith S. 
Thn,we haue a remedy againſt both 
theſe, For if any mar ſinne , we haue 
an advocate with the Fathey , leſus 
Chriſt the inſt , We need therefore 
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neither deſpaire nor fatisfic. This 
reſolution of holy ſcripture is firme 
and ſure toall true Logitias & Rhe-. 
toricians,, wherfore, I doubt nor to 


call this textthe hammer of Popery, | 


and awyer whippe ,to fcourge the 
dodrine of Satisfaction. 


Of Tranſubſtentiation or turning the 
bread into the body of Chrift. 


JT is held by Pſeudocatholiks; that 
the ſubſtance of bread is turned 
into the body of Chriſt, and there 
remayne only accidents & ſhewes 
of bread. The Scripture rightly re- 
folved, mceteth with this moftrous 
phantaſic. Math.26. v.26. when they 
had eater Ieſus tooke bread , and when 
be had bleſſed it he brake it, & gave it 
to bis Diſciples ſaying takeeate this is 
wy body.

is conveycd tothe ſtomacke by na- 
turall. inftruments : and touching 
children and old folks,although they 
chew not with teeth, yettheir ſolid 
meate is ſomewhat chewed with 
their gums, and theirliquid meates 
are not properly caten,but conveyed 
to the ſtomacke, being (as I may 
{peaks} drinkable meates. Secondly, |

. When hewas circumciſed , or when he 


was vacircumciſcd? not when he was 
tircumciſed, but when be was uncr- 
eumciſed. Some might demand, to 
whatend then was he circumciſed? 
Paul anſwereth inthe nexrtverlſe, Af- 
zer hz receiued the ſizne of tircumcie 


ſton, asthe ſeale of the righteouſnes of 


the faith which he had. Now whereas 
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the Papiſts reply, it is notſoin our 
facramentsas it was in circumciſion, | 
they bid open warre and battell to 
the Apoſtle who doth thus diſpute, 

As Abraham was iuſtified, ſo are all 

meninuſlified: 

But Abraham was iuſtified without | 

the Sacraments: 

Ergo all menare ſo mſtified. 
What then isthe te + a holy Sa- 
craments? They ſerne to confirme 
and ſtrengthen our fairh . I might 
alledge another place of Scripture 
to this purpoſe, bur I ſtudie for. bre- 
uitie, therefore Iomirit. 


Of prayer unto Saints. 


He Papiſts teach , that a man 
may call vpon &invocate Saints | 
departed: the Scripture cleanc ouer- 
throweth this opinion, Plal.65.2. Be-

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uid. What then, ſome men might 
ſay? He anſwereth as followeth,/to 
thee ſhall al! fleſh came. The occalion 
why all fleſh ſhall come to God, is, 
becauſe he heareth prayers.

1 
bur, faith Be/larm#ine,the meaning is, 
that Marie is the mother of grace by 
prayer onely. Alas, could ſimple peo- 
ple that prayed in Latin,thus diſtin- 
guiſh? They knew not what they 
prayed , and could they thus diſtin- 
guiſh £ Though Bellarmine a cun- 
ning Sophiſter can ſodiſtinguiſh, yet 
I thinke ſome {chollers amongft the 
Papiſts cannot. Yea what blaſphemy 
| may not men thus excuſe? We may 
call the virgin Marie God , and thus 
- excuſe it, becauſe ſhe was $7, ſhe 
brought foorth hirm that was God, 
| namely Chriſt Teſys who is both 
God and man, and therefore ſhe 
may be called God . Bur.1 would

Of the Popes temporall dominion, 


T He Popes temporall dominion 
L is knowne to the world ; the 
Scripture hath flatly forbidden it, 
Math.20.25. Te know that the Lords 
of the Gentiles haue dominion ouer 
them, and they that are great, exerciſe 
autharitie oner them, but it ſhall not be 
ſo among you: but whoſoener will be 
great among you , let him be your ſer- 
vent. Bellar.lib.q.de Ro.Pont. c.10. 
anſwereth, that the Lord doth znſti- 
tute meerly Eccleſiaſtical Princes, and 
teacheth them that 4s they are ſuch, 
they ought to rule not after the manner 
of Kings, bat after. the manner Y, fas 
thers 
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thers and ſhepheards: asthough Kings 
ought not to be fathers and ſhep- 
heardsto their ſubie&s. The ſpeech 
of Cyrus in Xenophon in his eighth 
booke,is excellent, <>;mine,&c. rhe 
workes of a good ſhepheard and 2ood 
King are very like. And I am ſure 
a King in Homer, is called miglu nay, 
the ſhepheard of the people . Let vs 


heare Langins a Papiſt concerning | 
the Popes temporall dominion : Es- | 


dem anno, faith he, The ſame yeare, 
namely 1407. the Romanes offered to 
Innocent ius the Pope the keyes of the 
Citie, with branches of Palmes\, and 
granted hin all the temporall domi- 
nion of the citie of Rome, but uniuitly 
and uncommendably : for the lore of 
temporall things doe 20 little hurt to 
ſpirituall. Wich many moe words to 
the ſame purpoſe. Secondly faith 
Bellarmine, Chriſt forbiddeth tyran- 
nic. forthe word is wmxorutven, I an- 

os ſwer, 
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ſwer, S. Luke hath met with this ca- 
vill; for he vfeth the word weir 


without any compoſition : yea the 


compound is with force and power 
torule men whether they will or no, 
not with wrong and iniurie to op- 
prefſe them. Butler vs heare Bernard 
lib.2. de ton(id.ad Eugen. Planumeſt, 
Apo(tolis interdicitur dominatus: 4 
ergo th & tibi vſurpare aude ant dc- 
minans apoſtolaium , aut apoſtolicus 
domitiatum; plane ab alterutro probi- 
beris: It is euident that rule is prohi- 
bited the Apoſtles, go thourherfore 
and vſurpe,frhoudareſt, being aru- 
lerthe Apoſtleſhip, or being an A- 
poſtle rule; thou art plainly forbid- 
den oneof them. Againe, in his firſt 
booke he hath theſe words, 1» cr2- 
minibus, non in poſſeſttonibns poteſtas 
veſira, Your power is in crimes, not 
in poſſeſſions; for them and nor for 
theſe,you haue receiucd the keyes of

thekingdome of heauen, excluding 
Hnners,not poſſeflors of lands. In his 
third book,thus boldly ſpeaketh he, 
Pro lubituagere,quid tam b ſtiale? To 
doall things after his owne pleaſure, | 
what is ſo beaſtly as this? To cons | 
clude, in his fourth booke ſaith he, 
In hisſucceſ7aſti non Petro ſed Conſtan- 
tin: Ia theſe things thou haſt not 
ſucceeded Petey but Conflanitine. But 
It may be the Popes authoritie will 
preualle, let Gela/zus therfore ſpeake, 
tom.2, Concil. pag. 4.42. Some were 
before the coming of Chriſt, Kings and 
Prieſts typically, but when the true 
King and high Prieſt came 5 then nei- 
ther doth the Emperour take to himſelf 
the name of an high P rieſt,neither doth 
the high Prieſt * #ht royall autho- 
7:1ie. Many mo words he hath to the 
ſame purpoſe. The fame thing ih 
effc& hath Pope Nzeolas the firſt, in 
his Epiſtle to Michal the Emperor.

Caffiodore vpon the fifcieth Plalme 
thus writech, S: quzs de populo erraue- 
rit, & Deo peccat & Regt: nam quando 


Rex delinquit , ſo'/i Deo rewus eft, quiz 


hominem non habet qui tins fata di- 
tudicat': merito ergo Rex, Deo tantum 
fe dictt peceaſſe, qui ſolus erat qui eius 
potuiſſer admiſſa diſcutere: It any of 
the people erre, he ſinneth againſt 
God and the King : when the King 
finneth, he is guiltic onely to God, 
for he hath no man that may iudge 
his deeds ; worthily therefore doth

Of Tuſtification, 


T Hys doth the Apoſtle rea(6 ton- 
_ ©. ching Juſtification : 1f Abraham 
were iuſtified by works, he hath therein 
fo reioyce, but not with God. The Pa- 
piſtsanſwer, that S.Paul ſpeaketh of | 
the firſt juſtification. This enſ 
ene. 
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the Apofile taketh away inthe next 


words: Abraham bekeued in God, and 
it was imputed or counted to him for 
righteouſneſſe. This teſtimonie isal- 
ledged our of the fifteenth chapter 
of Geneſis. Andif there were any ſc- 
cond juſtification, it muſt needs be 
vnderſtood of the ſame:for Abraham 
was tuſtified before. In the 12,13, 
and 14 chapters, the notable works 
of Abraham are recorded, as that he 
obeyed God in going out of his 
countrey, thathe builr an altar, that 
he talked familiarly with God : be- 
fides Heb.11. the Apoſtle putteth 
this amongſtthe praiſes of 3f aureny 
that by faith he went into a place 
which he knew not. And if S. James 
ſpeake of a ſecond iuſtification,then 
doth S. Pau likewiſe: for S. /ames al- 
ledgeth the ſame text chap.z.ver.23. 
But this vainediſtinRion is alſo pre- 
vented by S. Iams, who Ny 
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theexample of R:chab,verl. 25. Like-he 
wiſe,was not Rechab the harlot muſtifiedl;1 


throuzh workes,when ſhe receiued the 


meſſengers, and ſent them out anotha|,, 


way? It is certaine that Rachab was an 


infidell, vntill that time that ſhe re-; 
ceiued the ſpies: wherefore by heh; 


cxample it is cuident that S. 7ame 


nor S. Pax! knew any ſecond tuſtifi-} 


cation. T conclude with Bellarmm 
his ſpeech /iþ.2.de iuſisf. cap.7. Si ſo 
lum wellent , nobis imputari Chriſti 
merits, quia nobis donata ſunt, ct po: 
ſuwmas ea Deo Patriofferre pro pectatis 
noſtris, quoniam Chriſius ſuſcepit ſu 
perſe onus ſatisfaciend; pro nobis, noſ« 
gae Deo Patri reconciliand:, reftae([ct 
corum ſentertia: If they meant onely 
this, that Chriſthis merits were inx
